The Reverend Mr, fames TTeney was theeld* 
est son, and bora on Frtd<^ tht 8Sth of Fehruat^ I713-H-, 
at Ilardittgsfone, a country vilta^e, one rode from JVbrMmn^. 
ton i his father being then Minister of the Parish of Coiling- 
tree, withm two tndes of IJardingstme. Hti fiat inttruc- 
tion was from his mother. Who taught him hift letters, and 
to read ; and under her tuition he connnued tdf he was se- 
ven years of age, when he was sent as a day-achoYar to the 
Ftee-Grammar School at Northampton, of which the Rev- 
erend Mr. Clarke, Vicar of St. Sepulchre's, in the said town, 
was at that time master.

JIc was particularly «’esirous of getting the advice of a 
r*!iv.sicaii (or at least of sonic judiciiius apothecarv) for tiie 
sick poor ; and was ever ready to pn.cure them the very 
best medicines.: — A most beneficial sort of chanty to man- 
kind j, and in which it were to be wished, he had many 
iiuitators. — He would frequentfy petition .such Pinsiciansof 
his acquaititahee in diflerent paits of the kinguoin, as he 
apiirchendcd thus chaiitably disposed, to give their advice 
occa'>ioi>aUy, wiicn they rode through a town, to siuli poor 
crc:itufc’b,as the ciergvman of the place, or some fipbstan- 
tiai ifthabi'aiil, should recommend, as real objects ot com- 
j'asbion.— Mr. Ilervcy would then with great pleas'ure, and 
w ith as much gr.<titude to the Physician, as if diaie to him- 
Hx If, dermy the expence of what medicines were wanted, 
lie greatly tlisappruved ot the' Clergy’s attempting to give 
medicine-s to their parishioners ; as he judiciously inferred 
that, It was impossible for them to do it with the requisite 
iucigciuciu. “ Let my brethren, he would say, give them 
“ w iiie, bread, or bccr, and get good spoon meats made 

toi tlic-rn : but medicines are bt tt»o important a n^tureto

able itotruCti.ins for tlieir urn; anti especially biblcs, In 
the bi.itVv irat ho frequently wrote S'jmething capable of 
making :,n impre-ssion, or else' Stuck in a printed piper ri> 
laiing to the praun\e8 of God, in arid .through Jesus Carisr, 
or to creation, preservation, ai.d redemj'.tlon.

He s-'id, 
ti ''.t it w.is clevouted tsj Gad, and that he Wsritfd Oft no ac- 
c ijnt apply it to world!} n e,'. ; t.ui bgwrote not for p>ro-’ 
hi or 1,1 -le, hut to ssnve the cause of Gods and as. provi- 
dence lutU bie.ssed his .ittcnipt, ho tlvMig’it himself boand to 
It lieve tne distresses of his- fellow-creatures witu 't. 

In any cxpcnce rcl.hiirg to hijiiielf, he was 'extremely 
frugal, that he might be l(bs.i.il to others; and it was al- 
ways Ills desire to die ju^t even witn the world, “ I will be 
my own executori said he.” And as he died on Ci-mt- 
nia.i day, liis fund expired almost with his life. What little 
remained, he desiicd might be given in ^jiaVta cloathiisj to 
the poor in that severe season, 

He was indeed too negligent of his dress, wiiich, though 
it could not in the least lessen the respect paid to him in 
his own parish and nciglibouihood, where fie was so well 
known, yet he would unquestionably have av.)iclcd il, if he 
had live.! in a more public scene, where the decency atid

In iraming he was inferior to few. Greek wa$ almost 
as familiar to him as his native language. He was o great 
roaster of the clasMcks ; and in the younger part of his lite 
had written some copies of verses, which shewed no con« 
temptihle gienius for poetry. Ue had a critical knowledge 
of the Hebrew tongue^ an3 delighted in it. 

With respect to his p*wgtepbaracter, he was never known 
to be in a passion, m as in heaven. No worldly 
concerns {though he soi^Hfn ‘s met with very trying ones) 
ever affected hint. His'MimiKty rendered him invulnera- 
ble. — When he was misrepresented and calumniaied, he 
would say, “ Our enemies are sometimes f.ur best tne.ods, 

and tell ut truths ; and then we should .urend our faults, 
“ and be thankful for such information : and it what they 
** say be not true, and only spoke thiough malice, then 
** such persons ate to be considered as diseased in their 
• “ minds, and that^e would pray for them. They are to 
** be pitied, saya lll and 1 might as justly be angry with a 
** msa>« who is diseased in his body." 

' Ad this he spoke with humility, seriousnet^s, and sweeu 
ness-, for H WS'** the language of his heart, and not o( affec- 
tation. |u his ordinary transai'tions with others, he was ever 
chcarful, punctual, just, and candid to persona of every de- 
nomination. 

He frequently wrote religious letters to his acquaintance 
according to their ditierent circumstances, in the most ami- 
al>1e and convincing manner ^ and he seemed to make it 
almost an invariable rjulc, not to write a letter on any occa- 
sion, without at least one pious sentence * in it ; and that 
not introduced in a forced and aukward manner, but inter- 
woven so ail to appear naturally to arise from the subject : 
of this kind some specimens may be seen in the dotd at the 
bottom of the page f.

,<lry corruptions, and must necessarily be cured before you go 
hence, and are no more seen. Remember, that you must 
he rcoetirratcd and botn again, or you cannot enter into 
the kingdom of heaven. And be not willbig to tru»t such 
matters, wliich are of infinite and cverlastitig moment, to 
the management of any that comes next. 

Kow that you may be th.e better able to make a right 
choice in this important -particular, I will lav bcfire you 
t>vo or three of the 8ist.inguis.hing characters of fi true ini- 
niKtej'.—- Tirst, he has a tolerable stock, of knovvlf'd.;e. 
Though not enough to explain all mysteries, or to anSv\-t'r 
every perplexitsg question, yet ciiotigii to make liiiitself and 
bis hearers wise unto salvation. lie may be ignorant of 
many things without much disparagctnvi t to himself, or 
prejudice to his people ; l)ut he uiust be acquainted with, 
aud able to teach f.thers all that is necessary for them to 
know. — Secondly, he has not only some understanding, but 
some experience also in the way of godliness, lie has 
Jcurnt to sul)diit% in some measure, the pride of his nature, 
aud to be liumiric'in his own eyes, andnottondof applause 
Irom otliers. lie has broke the impetuosity of his passion, 
and generally possesses his scml in patience : or if upon 
some very ui grateful and provoking usage, he oannot caln^ 
Ms temper, yet he can curb liis tongue ; and though his spi- 
rit' be ruflled, yet his words will be gentle. Jlle is most 
commonly meek after the manner of his bl^ed master, 
and will always return blessing for curing, according to 
his holy command. He has often looked into tire shortness 
of time, and the length of eternity; he has- weighed the 
greatness and richness of hcavea, with the insignitkant and 
despicable oreanness of earth ; and discovers such a mighty 
dlirercnce, as* helps him to live above the world, even while 
he is in It. iso that he is no lover of filthy lucre, no hunter 
ot carnal pleasures, but his hopes, his desires and all his 
views of happiness, are hid with Christ ig God. ' He is 
couitcous and condescending, and will stoop with the ut- 
most cliearfulness to the loyvcst person in his jrahsh.

not preach to you on a Suiv'ay, and play with you on the 
week days, but carry the ‘■pirit of his sermons into hU ordi- 
nary conversation. He viil/ maintain an uniform gravitydt 
behaviour, without suiFcring it to be fntzen into mnroseness, 
or thawed into ievity. lie will love his parishioners, not 
for their agreeable persons or amiable qualities, but because 
they are redeemed by the blood of Christ. It will be his 
business and constant endeavour, I had almost said his meat 
and drink, to set forward their salvat’on. 'I'hat by the,ic 
being made meet tor the inheritahee of saints in ligitt, his 
crucified Lord nuy sec of the travail of his soul, and be sa- 
tisfied. He will never forget the importunate request of 
hU SavivHir, but those winning and commanding words, 
feed my sheep, feed my lambs, will be engraven ujion the 
tabici* ot his heait. To fulfil this earnest r.'qucst, and exe- 
cute this last ciuir-re of hi.s dearest Uetleciner, will be the 
fixed and invariable scope ot all his designs. H at any 
time he iiits this desirable mark. Ivy bringing home ta the 
tuld any tl'.at have gone astray, he will he as glad as one 
that findeth great spoils, 'lb see th.c pco]dc of his care per- 
sisting in jvrofauencss, sensuality, and ati uncon.vertctl state, 
will be the greatest griet that he locls: but to see Ins chil- 
dren walknig in the truth, mortifying their evil affeclions, 
and growing up in goodness as the calvv’s ot the stall, this 
will be his joy and crown ot rejoicing j better to him than 
thousands o! silver and gold, it is his woik to w in '•■oifil, 
and by the former of these qualifications be is fitted for it, 
by the latter he is wholly devoted to it. And in order to 
prosecute it with the greater success, he will, lir.t, take 
need to liimseit, that his life be a tair and beautiful tran- 
script of his doctrine, such as may remind men of, and be 
daily reinforcing his instructions. He w'ill not bind the 
yoke upon your shoulders, till he has wore it hlmseit ; and 
altoutd the paths of religion prove never so thorny, he will 
go first and beat the way.

■without with holding or mincing any. Be tlic truth never 
so disagreeable, contrary to vour oroSirs, or contr.ivv ro vour 
pleasures, you will be sure to hear it. He ivill indeed shew 
It in as lovely a light, and make it as puhtable as he ran, 
Jjilt nothing v ill prevail upon him to conceal or dUgulse Ir, 
Thirdly, he will not confine his leaching lo God’s day or 
house, but will exercise his care of you ecery d.-iy, and will 
bring it home to your own houses, whether you invite him 
or no, J Ic will frequently visit you, and for the same end 
•s he meets you at church Now, shall you like this part 
of his duty, or bid him welcome, when lie comes on such 
an errand ? Nay, he will think himself bound to proceed 
farther, and to inc{uire into the state of your soiiU, and your 
proceedings in your families ; whether you are competent- 
ly furnished with saving knowledge ? and arc careful to in- 
crease it daily, by allowing a daily portion to your time for 
reading the scriptures ? What virtues you are deficient in, 
what vices you arc subject to ? What evil tempers, what 
flic affections, what unruly passions are predominant in you, 
and want to be supjiresicd ? Whether your children are 
catechised, and your servants instructed ? Whether yon are 
con? taut in family worship, and at your’ closet devotions? 
How you spend the sabbath; whether you squander it 
away in impertinent visits, idle chat, or foolish jesting; or 
whether you consecrate it to the bcUer exercises of prayer, 
praise, holy disctnirse, reading apJ meditatom ? These, and 
other poir.ta of the like nature, he will examine into,, and 
exhort you to amend what is atnt>$, no. less than encouya^ 
you to persevere in that whii^li is good. Nfrf wijf lie exhort 
yoii once or twice only, but again and again, and hardly
